IMPEACHMENT.

On Wedneaday, March 4th, another forward
step was taken towards the impeachment of the
President. Mr. Bingham. on behalf of ths com-
mittee, presented the formal indictment agaitist !
Andrew Johpson, at the bar of the Senate, before

One o'clock, the appointed hour for the presen.

tation of the articles of impeachment. having ar.
rived, the doorsof the Senate chamber were flung
open and the committee of managers linked arm-
in-arm, two by two, and followed by nearly all
the members of the House of Representatives.en-
tered. Mesers. Bingham and Boutwell led the
procession; then followed Butler and Wilson,
then Williams and Logan and thea Stevens, sup

The President pro tem. rapped his gavel, and
oxdered the Sergeant-at- Arms, who stood clo-e by,
1o make proclamative that the managers of thg
impeachment wereready te exhibitarticles against
Andrew Johnson st the bar of the Senate.

The Chief Justice then took the chair vaeated o
fow moments before by Mr Wade, and ordered
the Senstors to be sworn in in Buccession. The
Senators were sworn, separately. as their names
were called.alphabetically. All procecded with-
out interruption until Mr. Wade's name wag onll-
ed, when Mr Hendricks rose and objected to Mr.
Wade being sworn as a member of the counrt, on
the ground that the Constitution provided -*;.ha[
the Vice President could pot sit as President of
the Court, becausze it involved hisown snecession.
